Letter from tho Eighth Regiment. 


CAVE GIJURDEAU, Mo., Oct. 7. 


Editors^Gazetie:—1hQ 1st Division 10th 


Army Corps arrived safe at Cape Girardeau j 
on the afternoon of Oct. 5. *• The command;1 


under Maj. G«n. Joseph A. Mower, left 
Brownsville, Arkansas, Sept. 16, with ten 
days rationjs,:marching north until .strik-r 
iug the Whito river midway between Jack- 
aonportorid Batesville, at which point the 
army forded:.tlie river.-We thenjmarched 
in n northeasterly direction . striking (he 
Black river noar Borohattan, fording it, we 
marched north to Pocahontas—keeping 
oast of Black river until we ncared the 
Mbsouri Hnern-crossed to the west side iof 
;he i'iver:aud marched north for.t'wo days; 
recroaaed the Black river and headed for 
Greenville; at Greenville: we'-forded .the 
StijTranckTiver, and from this point, wre 
intended, to miiko for Irouton or Pilot 
Knob". -Learning that the enemy had de- 
stroyed tlio. Iron'Mountain railroad. 
' 


Wo at this times being on .quarter ra- 


tions of bread, and were without meat. 
Tho army, .to a great extent, was living 
on parched corn and pumpkins. The 
General ordevdd tho column to move to 
Cape Giriudoau—that being tho nearest 
point to supply the command. Tho moat 
of tho cauutry,bqtwoon Loarcoy, Arkansas, 
and Greenville, Mo., that wo passed 
through, was a perfect wilderness,. Wo 
inarched for days without :sooihg tho hab- 
itation of man. . Tho 
animals suffered 


terribly in crossing the swamps in Arkan- 
sas, arid a great many \vero left by the 
roadside to die. 
Quito a number of mqn 


died on the march from fatigue and expo- 
sure, and were [ buried beside the rood.

Memphis, ••September 


7th, and marched to 
Brownsville, 30 


miles 'on ,tho 9th. 
At this point we loaded

mile,?, without resting one day and often 
marohing nights. The last two days wo 
inarched 40 miles on two crackers and four 
hours sleep. We averaged 18 miles per 
day for 18 successive days. We were re- 
ceived hero with a salute from the fortifica- 
tions, the welcomo smiles of the Missouri 
b'cantieu, waving of llogH, &c. This-por- 
tion of Missouri is undoubtedly loyal to u 
man. 
Wo will leavo to-day or to-uiorrow 


by boat for St. Louis to join Oon. Smith. 
Tho 14th and 33d Wisconsin regiineuis 
camu through- with the. division.-. The 
troops of thia command have received no 
pay for nearly six mouths aud have not re-
